Progress  in  Reading. 

The  Committee  are  gratified  to  find  that  there  has  been 
such  a  ready  response  on  the  part  of  borrowers  to  their  efforts 
to  improve  what  may  be  termed  the  quahty  of  the  reading. 
While  the  purchase  of  books  of  fiction  has  by  no  means  been 
neglected,  the  Committee  have  added  very  largely  to  the 
collections  on  Natural  Science,  Sociology,  Fine  and  Useful 
Arts,  Literature,  History  and  Description  and  Biography, 
with  the  result  that  there  has  been  a  great  addition  to  the 
number  of  borrowers  of  books  from  these  classes.  The 
system  of  access  to  the  bookshelves  has  also  helped  to  this 
end  ;  the  books  themselves  are  always  more  attractive  than 
a  catalogue  entry.  The  result  is  that  while  the  average  daily 
issue  has  increased  to  the  gratifying  extent  shown  by  the  fol- 
lowing figures,  the  issue  of  fiction  has  decreased  during  the 
period  under  review  by  no  less  than  17  per  cent.,  and  this 
may  be  taken  as  the  true  test  of  a  library's  usefulness.

About  100 
volumes  are  deposited  at  these  stations,  which  are  open  for 
the  exchange  of  books  from  2  p.m.  till  8  p.m.  each  weekday 
(excepting  Wednesdays,  when  they  arc  open  from  10  a.m.  to 
I  p.m.).  Books  borrowed  from  the  Central  Library  may  be 
exchanged  at  any  of  the  stations  or  vice  versa.  The  books 
at  the  Delivery  Stations  are  changed  frequently,  thus  pro- 
viding a  constant  supply  of  fresh  books.  With  the  opening 
of  these  two  new  book  stations,  Bromley  will  be  well  served 
by  its  public  library  system.

They  are  grateful  not  onty 
to  those  who  have  so  kindly  undertaken  to  conduct  these 
Reading  Circles,  but  also  to  the  School  Teachers  for  that  hearty 
co-operation  without  which  the  object  in  view  could  not  be 
so  well  achieved.

The  issues  from  the  Home  Reading  and  Reference  Depart- 
ments are  still  steadily  increasing,  and  for  the  month  of  February 
averaged  532  per  day,  as  against  324  for  the  corresponding 
month  last  year. 


The  System  of  Issue. 

The  Safe-guarded  Open  Access  System  has  now  been  in  opera- 
tion for  nearly  twelve  months  and  the  results  have  been  very 
gratifying.  The  object  of  the  Committee  was  to  extend  the 
usefulness  of  the  books  in  the  library  by  enhancing  their  educa- 
tional value  in  a  practical  and  satisfactory  manner.  With  this 
end  in  view,  methods  of  exact  classification  have  been  introduced 
by  means  of  which  it  is  possible  to  display  to  readers  in  one 
place  the  books  possessed  by  the  library  on  any  specific  subject. 
Access  to  properly  classified  libraries  is  an  education  in  itself, 
not  only  improving  the  public  knowledge  of  literature,  but 
teaching  readers  the  value  of  books  as  tools  applicable  to  the 
every  day  usages  of  life.

Reservation  of  Fiction.

When  the  book  is  available  a  postcard  will  be 
sent  to  that  effect.  The  object  is  to  accommodate  readers 
desirous  of  obtaining  a  work  of  fiction  for  a  specific  purpose. 

Popular  Lectures. 

The  9  lectures  given  in  the  Lecture  Hall  on  alternate  Monday 
evenings  have  been  a  marked  success,  the  Hall  being  filled  on 
every  occasion.    This  is  a  great  encouragement  to  all  concerned. 

Visits  of  Scholars  to  the  Library, 

During  the  three  weeks  preceding  the  Christmas  vacation 
the  older  scholars  from  the  15  elementary  schools  or  departments 
in  the  Borough,  visited  the  Library.  Each  visit  occupied 
about  three-quarters-of-an-hour  and  the  scholars  were  accom- 
panied by  a  responsible  teacher.  The  library  and  its  system  was 
fully  explained  to  them  by  the  librarian  and  the  benefits  derived 
from  the  reading  of  good  literature  pointed  out. 

Reading  Circle. 

A  reading  circle  for  girls  was  successfully  started  at  the  library 
on  December  4th,  1906.  Twenty-four  girls  from  four  elementary 
schools  in  the  Borough  were  selected  for  the  first  circle,  and 
these  have  met  thirteen  times  on  successive  Tuesday  evenings  at 
6.30  p.m.  The  book  taken  has  been  "  Lamb's  Tales  from 
Shakespeare."

The  Library  Committee. 

It  will  be  seen  that  a  considerable  change  has  been  effected 
in  the  constitution  of  the  Committee  as  the  result  of  the  recent 
election  by  the  Borough  Council.  The  new  members  are 
Councillors  Sparks,  Lindley  Jones  and  Weller,  and  Mr.  T.  C. 
Rogerson.  Councillor  Harper  and  Alderman  Bell  have  again 
been  re-elected  Chairman  and  Vice-Chairman  respectively. 

The  Winter's  Work. 

With  the  resumption  of  the  Free  Popular  Lectures,  with  a 
Reading  Circle  for  Boys  as  well  as  for  Girls  this  year,  with  Lantern 
Lectures  for  senior  scholars  at  our  elementary  schools,  with 
the  formation  of  a  Literary  and  Debating  Society  in  connection 
with  the  Library,  with  the  visits  to  the  Library  of  the  older  scholars 
in'the  fifteen  elementary  schools  or  departments  in  the  Borough, 
and  also,  it  may  be  mentioned,  with  the  resumption  in  our 
Lecture  Hall  of  the  University  Extension  Lectures,  and  with, 
at  the  same  time,  a  largely  increasing  issue  of  books  from  the 
Library,  our  work  for  the  Winter  may  be  said  to  be  well 
commenced. 

Those  who  judge  a  Library  by  the  proportion  of  works  of 
fiction  read,  will  be  pleased  to  learn  that  the  proportion,  which 
had  risen  somewhat  during  the  summer^  as  had  been  expected, 
is  again  falling,  and  during  the  month  of  October  was  as  low  as 
64  per  cent,  (at  the  Central  Library). 

A  Reading  Circle  for  Adults. 

There  are  several  new  features  in  our  work  of  Library 
administration  that  await  opportunity  for  introduction.  Among 
these  is  a  Reading  Circle  for  adults.  A  capable  leader  ought  to 
have  no  difficulty  in  getting  a  Circle  of  50  or  60,  or  even  more.

MENDELSSOHN,  FITZGERALD. 

FELIX  MENDELSSOHN-BARTHOLDY  was  bcrn  in 
Hamburg,  February  3rd,  1809.  Most  of  his  works  were  com- 
posed in  Liepzic,  where  he  settled  as  director  of  concerts  in 
1837  ;  but  he  had  previously  spent  several  years  in  Italy,  and 
made  repeated  visits  to  England.  Among  his  best  known 
works  are  'his  music  for  the  Midsummer  Night's  Dream,"  his 
oratorios  of  "  St.  Paul  "  and  "  Elijah  "  ;  and  his  Leider  ohne 
Worte,"  (Songs  without  words).  Both  as  a  performer  and  as  a 
composer  he  held  almost  the  highest  place  among  the  musicians 
of  the  nineteenth  century.    Died  November  4th,  1847.

FITZGERALD,  EDWARD  was  born  at  VVoodbridge, 
Suffolk,  March  31st,  1809.  He  lived  a  retired  life  in  Suffolk 
and  had  no  liking  for  the  conventional  usages  of  society,  and 
was  therefore  somewhat  of  a  recluse  He  numbered  among  his 
friends  the  poet  Crabbe,  Carlyle,  Thackeray,  Spedding  and  the 
Tennysons.  His  chief  work  was  an  English  poetic  version 
(from  the  Persian)  of  the  "  Rubaiyat  of  Omar  Khayyam  "  (anon, 
1859).  He  also  published  anonymously  a  "  Life  of  Bernard 
Barton  (1849),  "  Euphranor "  (1851),  "  Polonius "  (1852), 
English  versions  of  the  "  Agamemnon,"  two  plays  of  Sophocles 
and  "  Six  Dramas  of  Calderon  "  (1853).

The  Annual  Report.  A  Year's  Work,  1909-10. 

A  copy  of  the  above  Report  may  be  had  on  application  at 
the  Library  Counter. 

The  Committee  again  record  an  increased  popularity  and 
growth  of  the  usefulness  of  the  Library. 

The  issue  of  books  for  the  year  was  146,530,  and  the  daily 
average  550  as  compared  with  519  last  year,  and  the  borrowers 
tickets  in  force  now  number  5, 359.  The  stock  is  now  17,224, 
an  increase  over  last  year  of  1,391. 

The  following  is  a  brief  summary  of  the  activities  of  the 
past  year : — 

Twelve  Free  Popular  Lectures  have  been  given  and  were  a 
great  success,  the  attendance  averaging  200.  The  Adult  Reading 
Circle  held  20  meetings,  and  the  Junior  Circle  met  22  times 
during  the  session.  The  meetings  of  both  Circles  were  well 
attended  and  much  appreciated. 

There  were  5  lectures  to  children,  with  an  average  attendance 
of  200.  The  Literary  and  Debating  Society  held  13  meetings. 
Two  issues  of  the  Bulletin  were  published,  consisting  of  1,500 
copies  each.  The  Wild  Flower  Stand  in  the  Entrance  Hall 
during  the  Spring,  Summer  and  Autumn  months  attracted  great 
attention. 

The  older  scholars  from  the  15  elementary  schools  or  depart- 
ments in  the  Borough  visited  the  Library  during  the  year.  The 
children  were  shown  over  the  Library  and  its  object  and  uses 
were  explained  to  them  by  the  Librarian.

THE  FUNCTIONS  OF  PUBLIC  LIBRARIES. 

In  the  course  of  his  presidential  address  before  the  nieiiibers  of  the  Library  Association 
at  Exeter,  Dr.  Kenyon,  the  Principal  Librarian  of  the  British  Museum,  dealt  witli  the 
functions  of  public  libraries.  "  Free  Libraries,"  he  said,  "were  instruments  of  culture. 
While  the  British  Museum  Library  was  in  the  main  an  instrument  of  knowledge,  the  free 
library  and  local  libraries  in  general  weie,  in  addition,  instruments  of  culture.  Not  only  so, 
but  they  were,  in  continuation  of  our  primary  and  secondary  schools,  and  in  co-operation 
with  our  universities,  the  mam  factor  in  the  intellectual  culture  of  the  nation.  To  those, 
therefore,  who  regarded  intellectual  culture  as  the  salt  of  a  nation's  life,  they  stood  in  the 
orefront  of  the  agencies  for  good,  on  which  the  future  of  the  nation  depended.  He  was  not 
afraid  of  putting  it  as  high  as  that.  Not  in  its  wealth,  not  in  its  knowledge,  not  even  in  its 
material  power,  did  the  ultimate  greatness  of  a  nation  consist,  but  in  its  spiritual  and 
intellectual  culture,  in  the  contribution  which  it  made  to  the  development  of  the  human 
race,  The  provision  of  good  literature,  and  the  guidance  of  students  to  the  recognition 
of  it,  were  the  functions  of  libraries  and  librarians. 

"The  public  libraries  of  England  were  enabling  Englishmen  to  train  themselves  in 
science  and  technology,  in  sociology  and  history,  they  were,  indeed,  performing  a 
^unction  of  vital  importance  to  the  country. 

"  The  work  of  free  libraries  was,  as  far  as  it  went,  on  sound  and  on  the  right  lines.  As 
far  as  could  be  judged,  they  were  also  doing  work  in  adding  materially  t»  the  higher 
culture  of  the  nation.  In  many  places  the  library  authorities  had  plainly  recognised  the 
need  of  assisting  students  by  more  positive  means  than  merely  having  the  books  on  the 
shelves.  Thpy  had  systematically  undertaken  the  provision  of  lectures  and  temporary 
exhibitions,  and  they  had  associated  the  library  with  a  museum  or  art  gallery,  so  as  to 
present  a  varied  appeal  to  the  awakening  taste  and  intelligence  of  the  public.  Such 
agencies  worked  in  hidden  ways,  and  it  was  impossible,  except  at  long  intervals  of  time, 
to  judge  of  their  eff  ect.    But  that  the  work  was  on  right  lines  he  had  no  donbt  at  all."

The  Annual  Report  1910-1911. 

Abstract  from  the  Report. 

"  The  introduction  at  the  opening  of  the  new  Library  of  the  more 
liberal  and  intelligent  system  of  "  Open  Access  "  has  induced  the 
public  to  make  a  greater  use  of  the  books  in  both  the  Reference 
and  Home  Reading  Departments.  This  is  evident  from  a  com- 
parison of  the  issues,  which  in  1905-6  were  83,512,  a  daily  average 
of  315  ;  while  for  the  year  covered  by  this  report  the  issues  were 
158,186,  shewing  a  daily  average  of  588.  These  figures  shew  how 
greatly  the  Library  is  appreciated  by  the  public  as  a  centre  of 
popular  and  mental  recreation. 

These  figures  do  not  include  issues  from  the  Reading  Room 
of  directories,  year  books,  calenders,  etc.,  nor  do  they  include 
the  numerous  issues  in  the  Home  reading  and  Reference  De- 
partments, which  cannot  be  recorded.  The  freedom  given  to  the 
users  of  the  Library  means  a  certain  loss  in  the  record  of  issues, 
but  accessibility  without  restriction  has  made  the  Library  a  more 
useful  institution  ;  this  is  so  apparent  as  to  more  than  compensate 
for  the  mere  building  up  of  statistics."

The  Home  Reading  Department,  has  been  pro- 
vided with  new  book-cases  thus  increasing  the  book  accommo- 
dation.
